. Tho following letter has been sent 
to each member of the county board 
regarding the proposed county nor- 
mal: 
Prom a careful study of the 


conditions In this county and obser- 
vation of what the county training 
school Is doing In other places 
In 


the state I am convinced that Rock 
county Is In need of such a acaooi. 
1 shall recommend the establishment 
of one at the next meeting of 
the 


county board. In the hopes that an 
outline of the purpose and plan of 
such a school together with the re- 
sults that have been and are being 
achieved thrtmg'h Us establishment 
would prove Interesting to you, 
I 


have made this brief summary. 
The purpose of a county training 


school Is to train teachers for 
the 


rural schools. This Is Its sole pur- 
pose. 
It may subserve others; but 


all others' should ho and must be 
subordinated to" that. 


It seeks to accomplish this by giv- 


ing the students a thorough review 
,of the branches which • they 
have 


studied; that Is. the branches 
re- 


quired by law to be taught In a dis- 
trict school. That a great many of 
the teachers aro not properly! pre- 
pared upon the subjects which they 
expect to teach Is a statement that 
•admits of no denial. 
This. Is true 


because tho means 
for 
securing 


•that needed review are not to 
be 


Tiad at present. Following the thor- 
ough review work in tho 
common 


branches there Is tho study of the 
professional aide of teaching1; that 
Is. how to teach. By tlrst training 
.the student how to study and obtain 
additional Knowledge and) then, by 
the study of methods of 
teaching, 


how to teach It. tho school seeks to 
prepare them for their work. 
Tinw 


tho student has ever before him two 
questions, how shall I master this; 
How shall I present It when I come 
to teach It? 


Whereas the'study of farming and 


how to build a house may not make 
a farmer or a<carpenter. yet It glve.s 
tho boy knowledge which will bo of 
advantage to him. 
Hut tho thing 
necessary to make a farmer or 
a 


carpenter Is practice In farming and 
In building houses. 
.Tho 
county 


training school carries out tho same 
Idea by requiring every student 
to 


teach a class under the supervision 
of a competent Instructor. In that 
way It Is possible to get an Idea of 
what kind of a teacher a • student 
'•will make. 


Tho advantages which such train- 


Ing would have for those who have 
never thought of teaching and who 
have not been In a country school. 
In taking up tho teaching In country 
schools, can easily bo scon. 


From the purpose and plan of tho 
ark what results .might bo expect- 


ed? First, the teacher, having dem- 
onstrated her fitness for tho 
work 


could begin her work In the country 
school with some Idea of how to un- 
dertake it and with some Idea 
of 


how to accomplish it. We have at 
present, a great many in our coun- 
try schools as teachers who 
have 


never seen a country school, conse- 
quently they waste a term, a cor. and 
«ven more before the learn how to 
go to work. It takes them a great 
length of time to learn that country 
school conditions aro not the same 
as the city. Therefore wo may rea- 
sonably expect to save much of the 
time now wasted by tho abovo class 
» ,Kcltins acquainted with tho con- 
ditions.
